I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and 
consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Tyldesley  for  the  year  1963. 

STATISTICS 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate  the 
population  of  the  district  has  again  shovm  as  increase 9  being  17?l80 
as  against  lYjOOO  the  previous  year  and  I698IO  in  196I, 

During  the  year  under  review  297  live  births  occurredj  an 
increase  of  6  on  the  previous  year.  7  babies  were  still  born.  Relating 
these  figures  to  the  population9  the  adjusted  Live  Birth  Rate  is  19*0 
an  increase  of  2.1  on  the  previous  year 9  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  a 
decrease  of  3.8  on  the  year  I962. 

3  babies  died  during  their  first  year  of  life  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  of  10.  L  Of  these  deaths  2  occurred  v\rithin 
the  first  week  and  a  further  1  in  the  second  month.  This  highly 
satisfactory  figure  is  just  less  than  half  the  national  rate. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  (from  all  causes)  is  13  less  than 
in  the  previous  year 9  being  2O4  and  34  less  than  in  I96I  ?/hen  there 
were  238  deaths.  As  in  previous  years  the  main  cause  of  death  has  been 
disease  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels.  Relating  the  number  of  deaths 
to  the  population  as  a  whole  the  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  13*7  less 
by  1.5  than  in  I962.  Attention  is  drawn  to  the  six  male  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  bronchus. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  personal  health  services  have  been  provided  in  the  district 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  9  through  its  Divisional  Health 
Administration  Scheme 9  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.  The  essential 
information  in  relation  to  these  services  is  given  in  Section  B  of  this 
report.  Should  you  require  further  details  I  would  refer  you  to  my 
Annual  Report  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

SANITARY  CIRCUidSTAlTCES 


The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  have  been  kept  under 
close  supervision.  Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  food  and  water 
supplies 9  housing  and  sanitation. 
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Difficulties  with  the  availability  of  supplies  of  premium 
smokeless  fuels j  coupled  with  much  legitimate  criticism  of  the  quality 
of  a  fuel  in  supply^  did  not  give  the  Council  confidence  in  proceeding 
with  their  first  Smoke  Control  Area.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  clear  cut 
and  acceptable  clean  air  policy  ?/ill  not  be  long  deferred. 

A  highlight  during  the  year  was  the  completion  of  the  very 
extensive  sewage  scheme  and  the  official  opening  of  the  new  pumping 
station  and  treatment  works  at  Morley’s  Hall,  A  great  achievemento

SAl^ITARY  CIRCmSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


GENERAL  INFOR]\/iATION 

The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  urban  in  character 
concentrated  chiefly  in  the  north  and  centre 5  surrounded  by  an  area  of 
agricultural  land. 

The  main  industries  are  coal  mining^  cotton  spinning  and 
engineering^  with  a  small  number  in  agriculture. 

None  of  the  above  industries  appears  to  have  given  rise  to  any 
significant  increase  in  injuries  or  disabilities  of  any  occupational 
character  throughout  the  year. 

y;ater  supply 


The  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  Committee  are  responsible 
for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  the  water  supply  in  the  district. 

59871  dv/elling  housesj  with  a  population  of  lYjlSO  persons  are 
supplied  with  water  from  public  mains.  11  houses  with  a  total  of  ^0 
occupants  draw  supplies  from  private  wells  or  springs.  These  are 
situated  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district  and  the  dwellings  are  in 
connection  with  small  holdings  or  agricultural  land. 

176  new  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  toYm's  water  mains. 

34  bacteriological  examinations  of  toY/n’s  mains  water  were  made 
during  the  year  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Water  mains  have  been  renewed  to  the  extent  of  I5O3O  lineal 
yards  to  existing  dwellingS9  and  l^dOO  lineal  yards  to  new  dwellings. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SETORAGE 


Sewage  is  conducted  from  the  town  by  a  main  outfall  sewer  of 
24  inches  diameter  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Morley’s  Hall  9  Astley. 
Alumino  ferric  is  added  to  the  sev/age  which  then  passes  through 
precipitation  and  sedimentation  tanks  and  percolating  filters.  The 
effluent  from  the  filters  before  discharge  into  the  Black  or  Moss  Brook 
is  passed  through  humus  tanks. 

The  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  was  completed 
during  the  year^  and  the  formal  handing  over  ceremony  took  place  on 
the  22nd  October^  1963o 


All  new  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  sewer.

PUBLIC  CLEAhSIhG 

A  v/eekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  maintained  throughout 
the  district  by  means  of  4  side  loading  10  c.ydo  vehicles  and  refuse  is 
disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  Pail  closets  are  emptied  by 
the  gully  tank. 

Tipping  has  continued  on  the  Mount  Pleasant  site  Shakerley 
during  the  year 5  and  in  July  a  JCB  3  mechanical  shovel  was  purchased 
for  use  on  the  refuse  tip. 

In  the  early  summer  the  refuse  tip  was  treated  with  an 
insecticide  dressing^  which  has  continued  weekly  throughout  the  summer 
months 9  and  has  been  found  to  be  effective  in  preventing  nuisance  from 
flies  and  crickets. 

Scavenging 9  gully  emptying  and  snow  removal  are  undertaken  by 
the  Surveyor’s  Department.

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VERMINOUS  PRMISES 

13  premises  (5  Council  houses  and  8  others)  were-  disinfested 
during  the  year  with  a  ^0  DDT  solution  sprayed  on  to  walls^  woodwork 
which  treatment  appears  to  give  satisfactory  results. 

Household  effects  and  furniture  are  examined  before  removal  to 
Council  houses  and  treated  where  necessary^  advice  and  instructions 
are  given  to  tenants  in  appropriate  cases  of  the  habits  of  vermin  and 
the  necessary  measures  to  prevent  re-infestation. 

RATS  AND  MICE 

A  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  part-time  in  this  I'JOTk  and  the 
Ministry's  recommended  methods  employed.  All  premises  concerning 
which  complaints  are  made  are  visited  either  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspector  or  the  Rodent  Operator 9  and  treatment  carried  out  where 
necessary.  A  charge  is  made  for  business  premises 9  but  a  free  service 
is  provided  for  private  dwelling  houses. 

The  various  properties  and  premises  in  the  Council's 
occupation  are  regularly  inspected  and  treated  where  necessary  and 
sewers  are  treated  twice  yearly. 

35I8O  visits  have  been  made  to  private  dwellings 9  business 
premises  and  local  authorities  properties  in  connection  with  rodent 
infestation. 

In  addition  two  sewer  treatments  have  been  undertaken 
involving  the  inspection  and  baiting  of  mianholes  on  three  consecutive 
days.
